D. Schmidt. Bank of Hawaii, E. E.
Conant. F. A. Schaefer, A. Drolor, A.
G. M. Robertson. Dr. Day, Dr. Taylor,
and W. Wolters.

Schmidt was a member of the firm
of Hackfolcl and Company many years
ago, but severed his connection anil
established a largo dry goods business
here. Up to a few years ago ho was
quite wealthy, having valuable real
estate holdings in and about Hono-
lulu.
